Mr. Hersh was not paid $2.2 million 
by ABC for the television rights to his 
book. Rather, he was paid $50,000 by 
Lancer Productions, the company 
making the documentary on behalf 
of ABC, plus a monthly salary for 15 
nlonths for his work on the documen- 
tary. 

Furthermore, ABC has not sus- < 
pended work on the documentary. 
The show continues to be in its final 
editing process, as it has been for 
some weeks.
